Those familiar with gang 
methods said the assailants, after 
shooting the racketeer down, robably 
took plenty of time to “give him the 
boots.” Physicians said they appar- 
ently aimed their vicious kicks better 
than their bullets, 


An examination Friday also dis- 
closed that one of the bullets para- 
lyzed Diamond's left arm, which prob- 
ably will be useless the rest of his life. 
A bulletin issued at Polyclinic hospi- 
tal said, however, his general condi- 
tion was “satisfactory.” It was the 
first time the ominous word “critical” 
had been omitted. 

Physicians said the fact the bullets 
fired into Diamond’s body were clean 
and well-oiled probably prevented gan- 
grene, which would have undoubtedly 
resulted in death, 

Not so much progress was reported 
in the search for the two men who 
shattered the Sabbath peace of the 
west side hotel and the gangster's 
body with their bullets. Their invest!- 
gation, police said, is narrowing down 
to three men, each of whom ts be- 
lieved to know the pair who composed 
the “execution squad.”

SUPPOSE BRITAIN SUPPOSE BRITAIN WONT? 


The implication of Premier Bennett's 
proposal is that unless Britain imposes 
a tax on foreign foodstuffs, Canada will 
withdraw the preference it has hither- 
to given to British 

Mr. Bennett did not say this, but un- 
less that is what he meant he was of- 
fering Britain exactly nothing at all in 
return for the favor he is demanding. If 
Britain is to continue to enjoy a tariff 

preference in Canada without taxing 
foreign products, why should it impose 
taxation upon foreign products in order 
to get a preference? 
‘And suppose Britain refuses to erect 
a tarit f against foreign wheat and other 
commodities, and our parliament wipes 
out the preference which for more than 
thirty years Canada has given to Bri- 
tish goods? Will that help to sell our 
wheat and ‘other products in Britain? 
Obviously not. On the contrary, it will 
neutralize the sentimental preference 
which British buyers have been giving 
to Canadian products in steadily in- 


creasing degree. 


THE SLEEP OF DEATH 


Five men were found dead in an 
automobile stalled in a snow drift near 
Regina. The circumstances suggest a 
moral which should be taken to heart 
by motorists everywhere on the ap- 
proach of the winter season. 

What evideritly happened was that 
the men, unable to find their way in 
the blinding storm, remained in the car 
and kept the engine running to keep 
themselves warm, and that carbon 
monoxide from the exhaust filtered into 
the car and smothered them. Investiza- 
tion may show some other cause of the 
tragedy, but that hypothesis seems to 
fit the case. 

One of the survivors is very em- 
phatic that no gas could get into the 
car, because it had a hot water heater. 
That proves nothing. People have been 
asphyxiated in cars which had no 
heaters at all. And while one man 
might collapse from sheer exhaustion, 
it is unreasonable to suppose that five 
men—who had still been able to climb 
into the car—should all afterward die 
from this cause. 

A tightly closed car, with the engine 
running, is a death trap. It is the more 
dangerous because the monoxide is 
odorless, and the victim lapses into 
unconsciousness from which he never 
wakes. The safe rule is to keep a 
window open and admit a draft of fresh 
air, even if that means some discomfort. 


FINISH THE JOB NEXT YEAR 


Fitting ceremonies today will mark 
the official opening of the new highway 
from Kamloops to Blue River. This 
means that there is now in actual exist- 
ence a motor road from Vancouver to 
within one hundred miles, or less, of 
Jasper park. 

What the construction program of 
the British Columbia Government may 
be is not known. But the assumption is 
that, having carried construction to this 
point, the intention is to complete the 
road to the park with all reasonable 
despatch. Aside from such intention 
there is no apparent reason why money 
should have been spent building an ex- 
pensive highway to Blue River. 

If that assumption is correct, the 
prospect is that a year from this time 
there can be a through direct motor 
highway from Edmonton to Vancouver, 
provided the Jasper Trail is finished 
next summer, That is an added rea- 
son why the people of centra! and north- 
ern Alberta should bring all possible 
pressure to bear to ensure the comple- 
tion of the Jasper highway in 1931. 

The opening of a direct road from 
Edmonton to the coast in time for the 
motoring season of 1932 is an objective 
that should stir the interest of Alberta 
motorists, and of all who appreciate 
the wisdom of encouraging motor traf- 
fic into and through this section of the 
peeeenee. The completion of the B. C. 

ighway to Blue River brings this ob-

Theoretically these institutions are 


run on a self-sustaining basis. That is, if 
all the bills for treatment could be col- 
lected there would be no deficit. But 
that seldom if ever happens in the case 
of a hospital. The size of the deficit this 
year is a reflection of the times. 

In so far as this deficit arises 
through the inability of city residents 
to pay, the city taxpayers can have no 

ust complaint at having to foot the bill. 
But in so far as it occurs because out- 
side patients are treated at their ex- 
pense, the taxpayers have a very plain 
case for protest. 

Some $30,000 of the loss for the year 
represents money — by out-of-town 

people who cannot For such debts 
pelther the municipalities from which 
the patients came nor the Provincial 
Government assume responsibility, and 
the taxpayers of the city will have to 
provide the money. 

It is time for a new deal in regard to 
the treatment of outside patients at 
these hospitals. Either the law should 
be so changed as to make uncollectable 
bills against such patients collectable 


from the municipalities in which they 
reside, or the Provincial Government 
should accept responsibility for the 
debts. The city taxpayer does his bit 
when he provides free treatment for in- 
digent patients who live in the city.

It is being said that we have 
already reached or will shortly 
reach the limit we can safely spend 
for public education. 

How true or how false are these 
assertions? 

The National Education Associa- 
tion after the United States has pre- 
pared a re-search bulletin on na- 
tional investment in education to 
answer these queries. 

Here are some basic facts which 
this re-search report 

In 1928, the last year for “which 
accurate figures were available when 
this research was conducted, the in- 
comes of all the people of the United 
States added together was $89,- 
419,000,000. 

In that year they spent on tax- 
supported schools of elementary, 
secondary, and collegiate grade, 
$2.448,611,561. 

Eighty-nine per cent. of this was 
Spent on elementary schools and 
high schools.

Just about 
noon, Crain pointed out, Diamond was 
shot by gunmen in his room at the 
Kote! Monticello. 

It appeared Thursday that Diamond 
probably would live through this at- 
tack upon him, physicians at Poly- 
clinte hospital said for the first time 
that he has a chance to recover. He 
was placed on a liquid diet prepara- 
tory to removal of the three slugs his 
assailants pumped through his crim- 
son pyjamas, 

A visit by the district attorney to 
the Hotel Monticello brought infor- 
mation to substantiate the police hy- 
pothesis that Diamond's visitors did 
not go there with the intention of 
shooting him. Elizabeth R. Beetha, 
the housekeeper, who was on the sec- 
ond flood at the time of the shooting, 
told Crain she saw two well-dressed 
young men run down the stairs short- 


ly after. 

She followed them down, she said, 
and saw them walk rapidly toward 
Central Park West, Crain interrupoted 
this statement to indicate Diamond's 
visitors did not plan the shooting, be- 
cause they evidently made no prep- 
arations for a quick getaway. 

Harry Drescher, a former prohibi-

Scoring eertain provisions of the 
provincial town planning act as un- 
wieldy and impractical, J. F, D. Tan- 
queray, Edmonton town planner, ad- 
dressed the afternoon session of the 


provincial convention of town plan- 
| ning commissions fn the council cham- 
ber of the Civic block Friday after- 
noon. Mr, Tanqueray’s address dealt 
| with the functions of the zoning ap- 
| peal board, with special reference to 
the system of procedure which has 
| been adopted by the City of Edmonton 
}in considering appeals from the pro- 
visions of the zoning by-law. 
Zoning By-law 

In a zoning by-law, Mr, Tanqueray 
jexplained, a municipality is divided 
into districts of different classifica- 
tions, residential, commercial, indus- 
trial, etc., the regulations of any given 
district being identical with the re- 
gulations of any other district of a 
| similar class. 

Naturally, he said, no matter how 
well prepared a zoning by-law was, it 
could not, without an impracticable 
and undesirable complexity of detail, 
be expected to prescribe for the thous- 
and and one exceptional situations 
| which may be anticipated in the plan- 
ning and construction of buildings and 
the use of land. Accordingly provis- 
{ion was made for appeal by any in- 
dividual against sections of the zoning 
by-law, under the town planning act 

The Alberta town planning act pro- 
| vides for appeal to members of the re- 
spective town planning commissions 
with the right of further appeal to the 
| provincial town planning board. This 
provision was the very reverse of sat- 
isfactory, Mr. Tanqueray contended, 
pointing out that it required the at- | 
tendance of every member of a town 
planning commission, a very remote 
possibility, and later the attendance 
of the whole of the scattered mem- 
bership of the town planning board at 
the hearing of an appeal. | 

A partial elimination of the objec- 
tionable features of the old statute | 
was obtained, the speaker said, but he} 
was not in full accord with even the | 
| amended law. He urged that the right 
of further appeal be eliminated as it | 
was not only poor zoning practice but | 
contrary to the best interests of a) 
zoned municipality with an established | 
town planning commission.

One group in England is led 
by a Plymouth Brother and one in 
Scotland by the Provost of an Epis- 
copal Cathedral.

There is a common 
fellowship in the experience of be- 
ing one in the Spirit. A special fea- 
ture is the “daily quiet time.” namely,

“Sharing.” which is not so much 
dividing of property in the Group 
as sharing in the spiritual experience 
of joy and power in Christ. Criticism 
has been made that young people may 
be led to discuss too lighly the deep 
things of the soul and of conduct, The 
reply made is that sin creates loneli- 
ness, the feeling to hide, as if it were 
something exceptional. By fellowship, 
peace and joy are shared, and vic- 
tory won. The movement is called “A 
First Century Christian Fellowship.”

There are 22 other educa- 
tional institutions and 47 hospitals 
homes and like places of benevolence. 
Its board of publications controls pro- 
perty and machinery valued at $1.500.- 
000, with its chief plants at Philedel- 
phia and Columbia, S.C. The Luther- 
an World Almanac gives the informa- 
thon that there are 82,000.000 Luther- 
ans in the world; and in the 201 coun- 
tries in which mankind is divided, the 
Lutheran chureb is found working in 
94 of them. The watchword of the 
church is to make it, “Lutheranism in 
all Lands” This year has been noted 
for the celebration of the Augsburg 
Confession.

There is too much sugar. And there 
are not more than half enough peo- 
ple in the world to eat what there is. 
It is a ‘strange anamoly that of the 
two great foods—-sugar and wheat 
there is a super abundance, and the 
overplus of both is largely due to the 
same cause, 

It is not so many centuries since 
sugar was looked upon as a drug by 
western peoples. Beef was used for 
the stimulant it generated, and honey 
provided sweetness for the palate 


The Indies and Cuba introduced 
sugar to Europe, and a_ sweet 
tooth was cultivated. During the 
Napoleonic wars it was impossible 
to import sugar into Europe. The 
taste had been established, so in- 
genious people contrived a way of 
making their own sweetening from 
beets. The substitute was so satis- 
factory that nearly all Central 
Europe, and indeed some of north- 
ern Europe as well, began manu- 
facturing beet sugar on a more or 
less large scale. 


As many of the countries were 
agricultural, the new industry met 
with enthusiasm, for the beet crop 


was very beneficial to the cultivation 
of the land. It speeded up the dairy 
business, for beet tops and unused 
portions were fed to cattle. All agri- 
culture took on a more prosperous 
face on account of beet sugar 
High Tariffs 

It was then to the interest of those 
beet-growing countries to foster and 
protect the industry which meant so 
much to agricultural Europe. Accord 
ingly, high tariffs were placed on im- 
ported sugar. Careful analysis was 
made of both kinds of sugar, and it 
was found that the relative food 
values were the same, Beet sugar 
contained a higher per cent of swert- 
ening and more solubility, while its 
preserving qualities were the same 
So Europe nursed her ugar in- 
dustry. The cooking variety of white 
sugar was made into various sized 
pyramids, and cost so much per 
pyramid. The required amount was 
broken off, weighed and rolled for 
cooking purposes, Various kinds of 
fancy sugar were manufactured too 

It was a foregone conclusion with 
the cane growers that Europe would 
supply her own needs. So they found 
their markets Jjargely in Asia and 
America 

There was little, if any, disturb 
ance in the sugar market till the 
Great War set in. This made the 
manufacture of the commodity im- 
possible in Europe. There was not 
enough cane manufacture to make 
up the deficit. Restrictions had to 
be placed on sugar in most coun- 
tries, and the price sky-rocketed, 


But is was very necessary to have 
much sugar during the war. It wa 
needed in soldiers’ rations a stim 
ulant. and a heat producer, while it 
was also largely used in the manu- 
facture of rum, which was a daily 
ration 


Possibilities to Cane Grower 


Buch a situation presented great 


possibilities to the cane grower. He 
immediately speeded up production 
and made experiments with seed. In 


the seed investigation Java was in the 
forefront of the cane countries, It 
soon became possible to double the 
quantity of sugar produced on an 
acre of cane. It further developed 
that one acre of cane would produce 
as much as two planted to berts 
There was no competition for a few 
years, so the cane industry practically 
eontroiied the market Prices re- 
mained high, and manufacturers en- 
joyed a feast of prosperity. 

But such countries as Belgium, 
Crechoslovakia, Sweden, Hungary, 
Poland, Rumania, and the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics supplied 
their own wants, and had been able 
to export their surplus before the 
war. The sugar industry was vital 
to their agricultural welfare. Im- 
mediately the war was over they set 
lo work again on sugar growing. 
Java, Cuba, Brazil, Hawaii and 
South America are dependent on 
the cane business for their main 
erop The Lnited States, Canada. 
France and Great Britain grow 4 
amail amount of their own sugar 
hut they import great quantities. 
The United States absorbs the 
whole of the Hawaiian crop as well 
as her own cane and beet. Can 
ada grows 4 small amount of her 
wugar in the form of beets, and im 
ports large quantities of raw
